Illinois,  where  he 
founded  the  Springfield  Hospital  and  Training  .School  in  1897. 
In  1903  he  entered  a  field  of  greater  service  to  the  Lord  as 
President  of  Concordia  College,  whicli  position  he  held  until  the 
Lord  saw  fit  to  call  His  worthy  servant  to  his  reward  on  April 
13.   1926.

Despite  man}-  indications  t(i  the  cuntrar)',  atliletics  at  Concordia  have  been  a 
great  success  during  the  past  year.  'I'his  success  can  be  seen  chiefly  in  a  review  of 
the  two  major  sports — baseball  and  basketball. 

Baseball,  the  oldest  sport  at  Concordia,  has  always  drawn  a  large  amount  of  en- 
thusiasm from  the  students,  with  the  result  that  the  Maroon  and  White  has  been  rep- 
resented on  the  diamond  continually  by  teams  of  the  highest  rank.  But  it  was  not 
until  last  year  that  intercollegiate  baseball  was  introduced  to  any  great  extent  at 
Concordia.  Due  to  the  good  work  of  Coach  Kruse  and  Captain  Schwartzkopf,  the 
college  produced  a  team  which  was  well-drilled  in  every  department  of  the  game.  It 
was  one  of  the  heaviest  hitting  teams  ever  produced  at  Concordia,  making  an  average 
of  more  than  nine  runs  per  game  in  a  season  of  ten  games  with  some  of  the  best 
college  nines  in  this  section.  This  terrific  hitting,  combined  with  great  work  on  the 
mound,  gave  the  old  "bunk"  seven  victories  out  of  ten  starts  against  such  strong  teams 
as  Manchester  College,  Tri-State  College,  Concordia  Teachers'  College,  and  Anthony 
Wayne  Institute. 

Basketball,  which  ranks  with  baseball  as  the  main  sport  at  Concordia,  also  had  a 
successful  year.  Only  two  veterans  were  left  from  the  previous  season,  but  Coach 
Henrichs  and  Captain  Reinke  succeeded  in  building  up  a  strong  though  green  team. 
Despite  the  stiff  .schedule  arranged  by  Manager  \\'ittmer.  including  games  with  Val- 
paraiso I'.,  Manchester  College,  Terre  Haute  Normal,  Huntington  College,  Hope 
College,  and  other  equally  strong  teams,  the  season  started  out  wdth  a  rush.  Olivet 
and  Huntington  losing  to  the  Maroon  and  White  in  quick  succession.  After  the 
holidays,  however,  the  team  suffered  some  reverses,  due  in  part  to  the  ineligibility 
of  several  players.  Games  were  lost  by  narrow  margins  to  Terre  Haute  Normal, 
Manchester  College,  and  Anthony  Wayne  Institute.  However,  the  season  was  a 
.success  from  the  standpoint  of  games  won  and  lost:  but  it  was  a  greater  .success 
when  one  consider  that  the  team  was  almost  entirely  new  and  was  matched  against 
more  experienced  teams. 

Football,  a  new  sport  at  Concordia,  made  another  step  forward  dtiring  the  last 
year.  Shorth-  before  the  season  started,  the  announcement  was  made  that  none  but 
iirtramural  games  might  be  played.  This  announcement,  however,  did  not  dampen 
the  enthusiasm  with  which  the  call  for  try-outs  was  answered.  Coach  Kretzmann 
was  placed  in  charge,  and  under  his  care  two  strong  teams  were  developed,  one 
representing  Crull  Hall  and  piloted  by  Captain  Wittmer,  the  other  representing 
Hanser  Hall  and  led  by  Captain  Schwerman.  Due  to  a  late  start,  the  two  teams 
pla}'ed  but  one  game,  which  was  won  by  Crull  Hall,  9  to  6.  The  season  in  itself 
was  no  success,  but  it  was  a  great  step  toward  the  introduction  of  intercollegiate 
football  at  Concordia. 

Tennis  and  track  also  have  a  large  number  of  enthusiastic  followers  at  Concor- 
dia, although  these  sports  have  not,  as  yet,  reached  the  intercollegiate  stage.  Due 
to  the  fact  that  the  old  tennis  courts  were  used  as  a  site  for  a  new  building,  little  could 
be  done  this  year  toward  the  development  of  tennis.  However,  new  courts  will  soon 
be  built,  which  will  add  impetus  to  the  permanent  establishment  of  this  sport.  Facil- 
ities for  the  track  and  field  enthusiasts  will  also  be  improved,  and  it  is  hoped  that 
this  will  create  a  greater  interest  in  the  annual  field  dav  held  at  Concordia.

Although  serving  his  first  year,  Coach  Henrichs  has  shown  himself  to  be  both 
able  and  efficient.  Much  of  the  basketball  team's  success  must  be  attributed  to  his 
wide  knowledge  of  the  game.  His  knowledge  of  athletics  is  not  confined  to  basket- 
ball, for  he  has  also  shown  great  ability  in  baseball. 

Kretzmann,  who  acted  as  football  coach  last  fall,  did  much  to  establish  this  branch 
of  athletics  at  Concordia.  Under  his  watchful  eye  strong  scjuads  were  developed 
bv  each  of  the  residence  halls.
